- In exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause ( 2 ) of Article 283 of the 
Constitution of India and all other powers enabling 
him in this behalf , the Governor of Haryana is pleased 
to make the following rules to further amend the 
subsidiary Treasury Rules issued under the Treasury 
Rules (Punjab ), Volume I :

“ A pensioner not resident in India may draw
